I 
had carried that hiftory as far down as the twenty-fecond year of the Forgiven 
Emperor, Mahomed-ihah, anfwering to the year 1152 of the hedjrahj 
to which hiftory, I had thought it incumbent upon me to add a full nar^ 
rative of the affaiis of Bengal, being invited thereto by the novelty of the

We have already obferved, that Nizan-el.miilk, under pretence of aiiunt^ 
ing party, but really out of difeontent againft the court, had marched out of 
the capital, and had encamped in its neighbourhood, where he was loiteiiijg 
thefe many days v/itliout any apparent purpofej nor was his intention guci- 
fed at, but on the feventeenth of Muharrem, in the year 1153 of the hetijrah,- 
when that Viceroy hearing of the refolution that had lately taken pia-ce at 
court, and of Emir^Qban’s departure for liah^abad, he returned to the city, 
and paid his reipects to the Emperor. Some months atter lie received i e-i 
peated intelligence that his fon Nizam-eddouiah-naiT/r-Djung, (i) iiften- 
inp to the fuggsftions of iome imputient and thonghtlefs auviieis, acted lu an 
independent manner, and had intirdy fliaken oil' all respect for his rather s 
autlioriry. The old general, obliged to bring his fon to order, obtained tiis 
Emperor’s confent for his ckparturc; and as his intended expedition became 
incompatible with the exercife of his oidlGe of Prince of Princes, he firft 
obtained that his cldefc fon, Ghazi-eddin-khan ilioiild be invefted with that 
dignify, as Deputy to his -father; and on the fourteenth of the firfl; Djemadi,

After Emir-Qhan's departure for his government, IiTac-Qhan’s favour 
rectfoied to the cupola of heaven : he became the moil beloved of trie Emper- 
or’s favountesi and at the fame time the difintercfted advice which he 
had iecretiy given in behalf of the Vizier Cammer-eddin-Qhan and Nizam- 
eVMulk having become public, he was iikewife cherifned by the two latter, as 
tiieir beft friend. New honours and new emoluments were heaped upon himj 
and befides the Qhaliliah -office, that is, the controul of all the expendi- 
ture of tire- public money, he had the command of a brigade of cavalry, the 
latter was fo- much increafed, that feveral thoufand horfes were to be feen 
■ at one time, all marked with a Afo/, which was the laft letter of his name. He 
was Iikewife the lord on whom the Emperor repofed the greatefl: conedcnce. 
But fate did not permit him long to enjoy fo high a degree of favour: Iiis eyes- 
felled at once, and the felling gaining his nofe, he funk under his difem- 
per, and in five or fix days illnefs, he departed this fragile world, and hav- 
ing anfered his Lord’s invitation, by the words, I am ready, he repaired 
io the nianfions of the divine mercy,; It was in the month of Safer of the 
fame year. A few days after his demife, the Qhalifla-office, which he had 
left vacant, was conferred on Abdol-Madjid-C^an a Ca&mirian ; and he was 
inftalied in it with a Qhylaat of fix pieces ( 2 ). I.ffiac-Qhan having departed his 
life,

government: and a few days after, Semfam-eddoSlah, who bore the fame 
title as his father,. C^an-do8ran, received an additional grade of a thou- 
fand horfesj in confrquence of which liis military raiik rofe to the command 
of feven thoufand- About the end-of die year,, and in the night of the twen- 
ty feventh of Recljeb, Mir-fahr-eddin-Qhan, one of the fans of the Vezir- 
camer-eddifi-QIian, married the daughter of the late Muzaffer-Qhan, brother 
to Qhan-do8ran; and thefe Nuptials were celebrated with pomp, as were 
thofe of Intizam-eGdoalah, the I'izir’s elded fon, with the late Qhandou- 
ran s daughter, on tiie night of the firft day of the Ramazan. A ftrangc 
event clofcd tiitie lejoicings; tne tnirci of MuhaiTcm, of the year one thou- 
fand one hundred and iifty four of the hec^ra, happened to be the new year’s 
’day. (3) 

On tne twenty fourth of bhaaban, of the fame year, a daughter was born 
to. IViahmed-ftiah, from Sahabah-mahal (4), daughter to Sofiah-fooltana- 
oegum; vriiich laft vtas fiiter to Maiekah-zemani, daughter to a fifter of Sa- 
dat-Qhan; this princefs liad cfianced to be^feen by.Malimed-fhah, who fell in' 
love with her cnan-n-s, and having married *her, brought her to the Mahal- -^ 
fera,, or Seraglio. About tlris time, Azim-allah-Qhan, having, proved by his 
ill conuuri: hov/ little able he was to get the province of Malva out of the 
hands of tne Marattahs, was negiefted by the .Emperor, and fell into con- 
temptj he w’as a.n opinionated obflinate man, who gave fo niany proofs of 
ill conduft, that even the Vizir himPelf, his kihfmah, wliofe f iler he 
had married, conceived a difguft againft his manners. ; The man, incenfed at 
tneie marks of general contempt, refulved to fiiewhis refentment in his turn,ar!d 
had tne imprudence to quit ail atonce the palace of the late Aaly-merdan-Qhan

There were fome more pro- 
motions this year: Radj-Mahmood-Qhan, the Cazi of Cazies,^ that is, the 
Supreme Judge of the Empire, having departed his life, his office was con- 
ferred on Moorad-eddin-Qhan; and this nobleman was inftalled m that high 
dignity with a Qhylaat of four pieces. In the month of P.edjeb, Shenat- 
alhh-Qhan, the Sadr-el-Soodoor, fon to Miiy Djumkh, that great favontt

In that fame year, Azim-ollah-Qhan, tired of living private in his houfe 
doped from it, and for the fecond time quitted the City, with an intention 
to go to Labor. He was that fame day purfued by the fons of the yizier 
Camer-eddin-Qhan and Haider-Cooly-Qhan, at the head of the Segiment, 
called of Cabool, and of fome other troopsj amongft which was the body of 
two thoufand horfes belonging to the Artillery. Azim-ollah-Qhaii, fen'ible 
of his being purfued, made fo much hafte, that in eight days he arrived at 
Lahor, where Zekeriah Qhan, who yras allyed to him, (the two nobleman 
having married the two fillers,) received him in his palace, and made him a 
prefent of elephants and horfes, and of every thing eife requifite to appear 
like a nobleman of his high rank. Mean while, thofe diat purfued him, 
coming to the gates, the Governor received them with refpcdl, gave them 
an entertainment, and, after having put to them many queftions about their 
ulterior orders, he delivered his brother-in-law into their hands, and difmifled 
them, fatisfied with the reception they had met with. The two officers hav- 
ing marched without flopping, carried their prifoner to Shah-djehan-abad, 
where he was, by an Imperial order, confined in the Citadel. In this fame 
)fear, on the iaft day of the month of Shawal, there happened, in the lign of 
Virgo, a conjunction of the Planets, of bad omen (6). On the feven- 
teenth of Zilcaadah, the Emperor fet out of the City on a hunting party, 
and encamped in .a garden contiguous to the town of Louly; but a few 
days after he was feized by an Efquinancy and a palpitation of the heart, 
which was foon followed by a pain in the fide, and by a fw'elling that dif- 
turbed the animal excretions, and impeded the.admiffion of liquids as well as 
folidsj he was immediately requefted to lofe fome blood, and to fuffer an 
application of fome leeches. But this not affording the defired relief, iic 
returned in a few days to the Citadel, where, after fome repofe, he found 
himfelf better. The N68 R8z, or new year’s day, fell this year, on the 
twenty-fourth of Muharrem, of 1156. — On a Tuefday, being the feventh 
of the firft Djemady, of the fame year, Saad-eddm-Qhan fylir-atefliy, as. 


well 
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•well as Reward of the Imperial houfehold, after having made his obeiiaiicc 
to the prefence, went home’; and, about raiidnight, he found himfelf ill of a 
pain in the bowels, of which he expired before day-break. His fon, having, 

0 few days after, made his appearance before the Emperor, received a 
Qhylaat of mourning, with the cottfirmation of his father’s- two oaices; to 
which was added a fringed Paieky, and an augmentation of his Military grade; 
fo that he was now commander of five-thouitind horfes, and grand-mafter 
of the ImferialPiilci-ce, as as Siesssatd of the Hopfshold. In tnis 'iame 
year an Imperial order, backed by notes in the Emperor s iiatid, was leveraiiy 
difpatched to Emir-Qhan, Viceroy of Hah- abad; to Abooi Manfoor-Qhan, 
governor of Aood-; to -Zekeriah-Qhan, Viceroy of Lahor, and Moltan; 
to Radja-baht-Sing, Rat-hor; and to Radja Dehirsdj-Djehi-Sing; as well 
as to feveral other perfons of difanclion, requefting their imme- 
diate attendance at^vC Nizam el Miilk- likewife received a fimllar 
orderly but that Viceroy excufed himfelf upon his great age, and the debi- 
lity of body infeparable from it. The truth is, that being at the head of 
fix Soobahdaries, or Viceroyalides, he thought hini-felf ferong enough to da- 
dine going to Court; he had befides reiolved on conquering the kingdom 
of Carnatic, had already befieged and taken the fortrefs of Tir-Chiaa-pally (y), 
and received Arcat at compoStion. As toRadia Dehi-radj-Djehifing-Sevai, 
he died the feventh of Shaaban, which was about the time of the I-Iindoo 
feflivai of the Defiara, when three Ranics or priaceiTes, his conforts, with 
three of his co.ncubines, and feme of his dancing-wome'n, tho-aght proper - 
to follovr him into the other world, arid burned themfeives, together, with 
his body, on his funeral pile; which in the Indian language is termed to be- 
come Sa!tl{V). We have faid, that feveral Viceroys had been ordered to court. 
Abool-rnanfoor-Qhan, on Teceivlng the imperial command, referred himfelf 
for his compliance, to Emir-Qhan, his neighbour, of Ilah-abad, with 
whom he was clofely conneaed, and to whom he acknowledged himfelf be- 
holden for his promotion. That keen-fighted nobleman, thinking that the

on tne other hand, Abool-manfoor Qba„ having conceived that hUaf^h: 
wourd recetve W benefit by making a ftay at court, refolved m mak 
Ae voyager and he tamied fomedme to complete his preparations. Ra/a 
tNevc-Ray was ordered to aft in his abfence as his deputy: this was a 
wnom he had raifed from a common trooper in his fervlce, tothe 
u,grc.h d, games at h.s Court, and whofe abilities and aeal were fo avree- 
-o to nrm, that he had lately made hhn hi. Pay-mafier-general. Ifter 
.™mng nrs m.od eafy on that fubjea, and fpending fome more time 
r lus feveral governors and deputies, he fixed a day for his departure, as 
no had gtven hrs word to Emir-Qhan that he would be in the eapital, a few 
ays only after him. The latter put his afi'airs in order, and left for 
.nsaeputySyed-Mahmed-Qhan, an Iranian, renowned for an heroieal brave- 
Wh.cn had greatly raifed his charafter, when he commanded at Cormh- 
a.tci that he fet out on his journey; and on the twenty-ninth of Ramazan, 
,ie arnved on the ftrand of the Djumna, over againft the venerable Cita- 
oe. of the Impertal city. There he was met, two days after, by the Vizir 
Camer-eudm-Ohan, who on that day, which happened to be the felllval 
enamg the fall, came out of the city, took him on ids own elephant and 
camyeu n,m to hm Palace. On titat fatne evening, Emir-Qhan went to 

Court, and had the honor to pay his obeifance, and to kifs the columns of 

■ tfte Imperial throne. 

^ to Abool-manfoor-Qhan, on the day deftined for his departure he heard 
mat Sey -Hedatet-aly-Qhan, my father (inwhofc company I had the honor 
0 be, being then a very young man) was coming to FeVz-abad-Aood- 
upon which he rent Semi-beg-Qhan, his introduaor, to receive him at fome 
-uiiapce from the city. My father having embraced Semi-beg-Qhan, came 
with him to Feiz-abad, where he payedhis refpeas to Abool-manlr-Qh 

but as that Viceroy was going to mount, and waited oniy for the fav^abl’ 
moment, tne yifit was an abriged one; and my illufirious father landed ,t 

^ ' Semi- 
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Semi-beg-Qlian’s houfe. In about an hour after, Abdol-Rahini-Qhan, 
aftrologer to the Viceroy, having feen the fun in his aftroiobe, fent woi^ 
hat this was the favorable moment j and the governor mounting immedi- 
ately, went and took his Quarters in his Pift-khana, or fet of fpare 
terns, that had been pitched for him in a camp at a Ihort diftaiice from 
the City of Feiz-abad: There he flopped a few days, and then fet out for the 
capital, carrying with him, not only the beft part of his troops, but aiio 
liis whole taniily. Being arrived at a particular fpot upon me Gangs, 
between Cannodje and Mekenpoor, famous for the . monument of hna-Me- 
dar, he hopped four days there, both to pay his reipefts to that venerable 
fpot, and to throw a bridge over the river, with the boats which he al- 
ways carried with him over land. The. bridge being ready, he firft dif- 
miik-d Ills deputy, Radja Nevoi-ray, and then befcowed the fodjary of 
Qhair-abad on my fiither, to which he added this compliment: “ iou are 

already fatigued by a long voyage, and I therefore leave you to take 
« feme repall-; but fnould you not agree with Raja Nevol-i%, then you 
‘‘ fnall come to me again at the capital.” This attention wars flattering; 
but my fatk-r, not pleafed \vith his being put under the orders of a de- 
puty, deflred to follow him to court. Being in the territory of Djan-Siter, 
on the day ending the faft of the Ramazan, that general flopped one day 
to fulfil the rites of that feftival, which coniifl in marching aimed in pso- 
cefBon to fome diftance in the fields, and in ainfting at the Qhootbah (to), 
for which purpefe he ordered a number of tents to be pitched at fomc 
diftance from his camp; after this he marched on, and aiiived m the 
territory of Shah-Djehan-abad. There he was met by his ow n agent at

Sha-Djung, a Lord of the court, who was fon to Syadet-Qhan, bro- 
^ ther to the late Saaciet-Qhan, and of courfe nearly related to Abool- 
Manloor-Qhan ; this fpot was at three day’s journey from the capital j 
and thidier he proceeded in all haftej but being arrived on the bank of 
the Djumnah, he thought, it incumbent upon, him to make ^7^1- 
pearance with fome pomp and magnifieence. Leaving, therefore, his baggage 
.behind, he maixiied on in great order, being then within fight of the Citadel j 
he had with him about ten rlioufand men of cavalry, all well mounted, and 
well armed, the HindoiLmies upon horfes of value of their own country; the 
Moguls, of whom his army rnoaiy confided, upon Perfian horfes; all ftout 
and vigorous, all armed to advantage, all drefled in fcarlet, and cutting an ap- 
pearance equally pompous and formidable. This body was interfoerfed wkh 
a numberof elephants, carrying Ambaris covered with beaten gold; ke general 
was preceded by the elephants richly caparifoned, which carried fu- 
perb enfigns, and marched flowiy, furrounded by his troops. Luckily for 
him it had rained the whole night, and the morning proved fair and cool, 
when he made his appearance before the building, called the ' odagonal 
tower; which being richly gilt, llione in emulation of the then rifing fun"! the 
Emperor was there, although nor vifible : the general, on approaclring the 
tower, alighted from his elephant, and, according to coftom, made a pro- 
found bow, and irood a while in- a refpeaful pofture; the Monarch anfrvered 
his bow by fending him one of the rofes then before him, with fome fruit 
which was prefented by an eunuch of the prefence; tlie Viceroy mounted 
again and returned to liis camp, ieaving the Emperor much pleafed with 
the fliow and the warlike a,ppearance of his troops. Ail this was yet on. 
the other fide of the Djumna. The eleventh of Shevval having been 
pointed out to the general as the favorable moment, he early crolTed 
the river, on a bridge which the emperor had ordered to be thrown over 
for him, and encamped on a fpot on the other fide, where he had 
pitened his camp; and where the Vizir Camer-eddia-Qhan had alfo 

ordered; 
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ordered a number of tents to be pitched for his own retinue, and a 
magnificent one for himfdf; that minifter intending to meet the Viceroy 
Slid to bring him to court. Sometime after the Vizir made his appear-' 
sues, and having ordered a number of the Viceroy’s people who had 
filled the tents, to withdiw, and to fit without on their Zin-poih, (ii).’ 
he filled the iargeft with his o%,n people, and took his place in it; 
After tarrying fame moments, he came out, with a fmall number 
of peribns ; of difdncrion, and advanced towards a large tent with a very 
large enclofure that embraced a fpacious yard. On the Vizir’s making 
his appearance at the gate of the incloibre, the general, who was only 
aLtcnued by a iinsll nuiTiber of men of chianedoa, amongfe whom was ’ 
rny father, got up from his mefued, and advanced out to meet himj and 
tae mimfter being already in the middle of the yard, they embraced 
e.;!..a Oli.c!, as is tne cuftona in Inuia; and took together their feats on 
one and the lame mefned. After half an hour’s conveifation, paan and 
feveral kinds of Aturs (12) w'ere brought in and accepted j and on the 
Vizir’s getting-up, he was prefented with a nurf.ber of qhoans or

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the capital and it’s citadel. The Emperor at the fame time made him 
a prefent of a fabre, and invefted him in that new charge, by dreffino' 
w him in a fuit of new clothes, which had juft ferved his Imperialper 
fon (22) . The Qhan, having taken his leave, entered the city on the 
ajd of Sefer, and the next day he took pofleflion of the citadel, 
wliilft the Emperor, who continued his' march, arrived at Sumbul on the 
finft of the Reby; and on the twentieth, he encamped at Bedaon. 
this march ftruck Aaly-Mahmed-Qhan with dillmay, who not thinking 
liimfelf a match for an Imperial army, quitted tlie field and took 
Ihelter in the fortrefs of Bun-gur, which was immediately befieged^ and 
whilft the troops waited only for the order to mount the breach, this 
Imperial army was reinforced by a body of troops, brought by Kaim- 
Qhan, fon and fucceflbr to Mahmed-C^an Bangalh, who having fet out 
from Feroh-abad, his capital, was arrived in the Imperial camp, where 
he had the honor to pay his obeifance by the Vizir’s mediation.-. 
About the fame time. Nevol-Ray, deputy to Abool-manfoor-Qhan 
in Aood, fet out likewife for camp by his mafter’s order, with a 
body of Veterans and a train of artillery. As tliis body of troops was 
yet on it’s march on the other fide of Bungur, which fortrefs remained 
betwixt them and the Imperial camp, it was feared left the Afghan 
Ihould avail himfelf of that epportunity to fall fuddenly upon the rein- 
forcement, and thereby to give a mortal blow to Abool-Manibr-Qian, 
whom he conlidered as his pi rfonal enemy; and as on the other hand 
there fubfifted a mifunderftanding between RohiJah on one fide and the 
Vizir on the other, which latter had taken umbrage at Abool-Manfoor 
Qian’s power, and would have been glad to fee him undergo, both a 
lois and an aftronr; the Viceroy to parry fuch a difgrace, took the 
Emperor’s leave, and having put himfelf at the head of his own troops, 
he marched out to meet his deputy, who was now drawing ncarj the

latter, and fent to the Treafury. This affair being brought to an end, 
the Emperor’s Pim-Qhan. was on the fourth of that month, fen. towards 
The Eu.pt- shah-Djehan-abad; and himfelf, after difmifiing Kai.n-Qhan and Nev 

R!y to their refpeaive offices, returned viaorious and fatisfiedi it was on 
the firft of Djcmady in the fame year, at which time, the fun being then 
at the end of the fign of Ut, the Emperor made his entry in the cita- 
dal of his capital, and took his feat in the Imperial Pal-ace. 

At the end of Muharrem Nevazilh-Aaly-Qhan departed his life, ana

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;ount of his not having attached himfelf perfonally to him, as Djaafer-al- 
Qhan and many others had done, was bent on ruining his credit j and 
at his return from llah-abad, that he had recovered his former 
afcendant over the Emperor's mind, he rendered him fo many lU offices, that 
his brigade of five thoufand effeaive horfes, was dilbanded: an adion that 
refleaed a great odium upon Emir-Qhan’s perfon. It is reported of 
Affed-yar-Qhan, that he kept no lefs than one hundred and forty chopdars, 
or mace bearers, divided in two companies, under two diftind officers, 
that did duty alternately at his gate, for the foie purpofe of keeping it free 
from the noife and tumult fo cuftomary at the gates of men of diftmaion, 

and of men of no diftindion; which however they could not compafs : 

and he ufed to fay that it was with a view to afford a livelihood to thefe peo- 
ple, and to avoid the imputation of fordidnefs. He was fo good matured that 
on being vifited by people of rank, greatly inferior to his own, he ufed to re- 
ceive a^d treat them as his friends and equals. May God affign him a place in 
the manfions of his mercy I A few days after his death, intelligence came that 
Zckeriah-Qhan, Viceroy of Labor and Mooltan, had departed this borrowed 
world, and had taken his journey towards eternity; a piece of intelligence 
which the Vizir, who was brother to the deceafed’s confort, kept fecret, 
until he could difpacch Yahia-Qhan, the deceafed’s eldeft fon, who was 
alfo his fon-in-law, to put in order his father’s houfchold and effeds ai 
Labor; and alfo to fit ' in his ftead. That minifter on hearing that h< 
was arrived, publiffied Zekeriah-Qhan’s death, and took mourning fo: 
him. The cullomary days of that rite being over, he went to court, anc 
on that very day obtained a Qhylaat of departure for Gholam-Mahi 
Eddin-Qhan, whom he invefted with the commiffion of going to Lahoi 
and tal^g pofleffion for the Imperial treafury of all the deceafed’s d 
feds. A few days after the Vizir himfelf, being inftalled in the charg 
of Viceroy of Labor and Mooltan, appointed Zekeriah-Qhan’s two fon 
to ad in thofe two offices as his deputies; but the two brotheis di. 
agreeing together, and their difagreement ending in an open ruptun 
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Shah-Nevaz-Qhan, the yoimgeft brother, feizcd and conBned YaMa-Qhan, 
his elder. However, the latter having found means, by his mofoer’^ 
contrivance, to get himfeif conveyed in a Qhoan(.24), out of the houfe, 
quite thro’ his guards, reached the City-gate, where, mounting an ex- 
ccilent horfe, kept ready for him, he fet out on a gallop, and was foon 
out of fight and out of his brother’s ’bach. In a foort time he arrived at 
Shah-Djehan-abad, where he had thei meannefs to put on brick-coloured 
cloathes, to cover his head with afhes,'‘ and, in a word, to turn Fakir: 
he built himfeif a tenement upon the canal, which he called Pim-barij 
and as he was a Vizir’s fon-in-law, and was worth a great deal of money, he 
foon found followers and difciples, who imitated his garb, and lived in 
the fame manner with him. After his departure, the younger brother 
remained in full poffeflion of thofe two governments. Sometime after, that is 
on the fixteentlx of Shaaban, Afed-Oiiah-Qhan, elder brother to Emir 
Qhan, winged his flight towards the manfions of the divine mercy; and on 

the ninth of Shew^al, a ion was born to Ahmed Mirza, the prefumptive heir 
of the Empire. 

The No8-r8z fell this year>n the twenty-feventh of Sefer; a few days 
after arrived at Court, Ghoolam-Mahi-eddin-Qhan, who had been dif- pTjWH 
patched to confifeate the eftate of the late Zekeriah-(^an, 
in compliance with an infamous cuftom which has taken place in thl 
Babrian branch of the family of Temoor (26).

Tms ftrange accident was followed by one foU as ftrange: Hafyz- 

Vadjich-Qhan, an Eunuch, fiiperintendant of the Imperial Kitchen, being 

at his prayers at di, -break, fell fuddenly into a fwoon, and expired withm 

an hour, it was in foe fecond of Djemady. his office was given to his 


adopted fon. At the ei^d of the month, the Empcrcr having fct out to 
take an airing in the feats about the Capital, was pleafcd to entruft 
Mahmed Iffack-Qhan with the guard of the kupcrial perfon, an office 
become vacant by Behroz-Qhan’s death; and c!ra.t nobleman after nniking 
his bow in acknowledgement of t!ie favor, was inftalkd in his oliicc 
by being prefented with a belt; after which the Eipperor on the fifth 
of Redjeb, returned to his bleffed raanfion, where an important event 
foon came to take place. , 

We have already mentioned more than once the high degree of favor 
raid authority to which Umdet-ul-MuIk-Emir-Qban had rifen by degrees; 
he had indeed fuch talents for bufmefs, and fuch fimefs for command, 
that he was reputed fuperior in thofe relpects to all the lords of the 
Court, as well as to ail his cotemporaries ; on his own part he had fo 
high an opinion of his influence, that he made but little account of all 
the other mlnifters. It happened juft at this time that the Vizir being in 
liquor and taking the frefh air upon the top of his Palace, ftaggered and 
fell down upon the ground, where he broke fome of his bones, and other- 
wife received fo much hurt, that he kept liis bed for eight months toge- 
ther; and although he recovered his health, he continued to be fo much 
bruifed and hurt, that he feldom came to court, being unable to ftand before 
the Emperor; and on the other hand, ashe had but a {lender opinion of the ca- 
pacity of his fons, . and did not think any of t hem worthy of being entrufted 
with the manageinencof affliirs, he requefted Emir-Qhan to tranfiflbufincfs in 
his ftcad witli the Id riperor, and then retired to his houfe to enjoy fome reft; 
for he came to court very feldom, andfometimes but once a mondi; at which 
time, after having flood a few moments in the Imperial prefence, he w;:s al- 
ways dif riilTt'd, or took Ids leave of himfclf. As to Abnol-Manibor-Q|an, 
he was pcrfon-uly actached to Emir-Qhan, to whon;heiiiouglit himfclf indeb- 
ted U)r Ids fortune; anri thus this NobU man’s influence and authority, having 
no one to contend with, became bounddeft and infinite: but he was naturally 
gay and lively; and being accuilomed for foaic time to talk famili- 
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arly to the Emperor, he begaft- tp lay afide that tone of deference and 
air of refpeftj which ought never - to be departed from in the prefence 
of kings and fovereignS; for nPw being foie mafter of the court, with not 
one rival to envy, and not one competitor to contend v.'irh, he forgot liim- 
felf fo far, as to take unufual liberties with the Emperor, thinking that his 
advice ought always to- prepondei^, and that his reqnefts ought always to 
be complied with. But the Enjj^or had another favourite, Mahmed- 
Iffac-Qhan, whom he raifed fo ^ftigh, together with his brother, that they 
feemed fo many Princes 5 although Emir-Qhan would make no account of 
them, as it was to him that their father owed their elevation, the Em- 
peror, fenfible of this, was defirous of ftrengthening Iffac-Qhan’s intereftj 
and it was with that view he concluded a match between Sudjah-edddSlah- 
Djeialeddin-haider-Qhan, fon to Abool-Manfoor-Qhan on one fide, and 
Ifikc-Qhan’s fitter on the other j and to engage Emir-Qhan’s good v/iil 
to the match, he declared himfelf the author of it, and appointed that No- 
bleman to a£l as his Deputy, and as Agent from the Lady, in making 
the neceffary preparatives for the nuptials. Abool-Manfoor-Qhan, ex- 
tremely pleafed with the match, and defirous likewife of complimenting the 
Imperild pleafure, exerted himfelf in rendering the nuptials as pompous 
and as magnificent as poffible: Amongft other articles which he fent, as 
ufual, to the bride, as part of her future neceffaries, people took notice of 
no lefs than a thouliind and fome 'mndreds of VeiTels, (27) for water, all of 
filvcr, not one of which could weigh lefs than a hundred Rupees. After 
the celebration of the nuptials, Emir-Qhan thought proper to take his 
leave, and to repair to the cattle of Selim-gur, where the Princes of the 
royal blood lived confined: to thefe he paid avifitj and by fuch a condud 
he rendered himfelf fufpeded, and became obnoxious to many, efpedalJy to 
his jealous enemies. The Emperor himfelf conceived a difguft at fuch a

One day, as he was ad- 
ually fpeaking to the Emperor of fome matters of ftate, he brought forward 
Tome reprefentations likely to take up much time; the Emperor, tired, 
told him thefe words, UTndet-ul-Mu^:f^4hadyT (28), Leave that for Jome 
other day. Emir-Qhan anfwered, be had no more than a few words 
to Jay y and requejied to ke heard, as the Juijedi was urging.” The Em- 
peror repeated what he had faid; the minifter infifted, and both the re- 
queft and the excufe were repeated three feveral times, and three times did 
Emir-Qnan repeat his importunity, and be guilty of the feme fault.—

Imperial Seraglio, the difpofel of feveral gates of the Palace, (an office of 
high truft) he was much in favour with that Monarch. Rooz-afzoon-Qhan, 
(for fuch was his name) impatient toffee the minifter’s importunity, chanced 
to fey, (but not fo low how'ever as not to be over-heard by Emir-Qhan) I

^kWn, together Vith a multitude of '^ferfons of high diftinaion, amongft 
T^rhom were Naamet-olt: 5 -Qhan, and 'iairam-a¥^> and many other no- 
blemen of high pedigree, and of great rank. The Emperor, incenfed at 
■fhe oppofition made by the foldiery, ordered the minifter-s effeas to be 
taken ' poffeffion of, without minding the pretenfions of his troops or of his 
guards; and in cafe of refiftance, hi^'oommanded that they ftiould be put to 
the fword. But the Imperial ife^rs themfelves, fenfible that it might be 
fome day or other their own turn, refufed to fall upon people that afked only 
for their due; and both parties being now come to a paufe, Abooi-Man- 
Qhan interpofed; he fent two perfons of diftinaion to take in his name 
upon themfelves the arrears due to the troops, and to render the laft du- 
to the body of his murdered friend. By this time four days had 
been fpent in mefiages and negociations; the body was become ofFenfivej 
and the ungrateful Servants, together with the ungrateful Emperor, being 
nately bent in carrying their point, matters came at laft to this fettie- 
ment: that the body ftiould be dilmiffed out of the houfe, and the deceafed’s 
effeas fold publickly to as much amount as would difeharge the fums due 
to tus, troops. Thefe having kept as hoftages both Sidy-Bilal (31), and 
id-Qhan-Bahadyr, the two perfons of diftinaion, that had been fent 
by Abooi-Manfoor-Qhan, then only the body of that unjuftly murdered 
minifter was fuffered to come out. He was entombed in the monu- 
ment of Qhalil-ollah-Qhan, his grand-father, clofe to Rooh-ollah-Qhan’s 
Sera, — may the God of infinite mercy have beftowed upon him a place 
amongft his pious anceftors ! After the burial, the deceafed’s effhas were 
up to fale, and his troops and dependants received their arrears from 
the amount; the Emperor having taken for himfelf fome of the deceafed’s

AbdoI-^edjid-Qha%-; a minifier of fiats, 
was of that number} but Haddy-aily.C^i,-' the deceafed’s elder brother, 
with fome other perfons related to the family, could nor obtain their re- 
leafe, even after the troops had been paid off, but by prefenting the fer- 
vants and dependants of the deceafed, with full two year’s pay as a gra- 
tuity, As to the houfe, and the patrimonial lands, together with the. 
appendages of the murdered minifter, they were prefented by the Qhalif of 
the age (32), that is by the Emperor himfelf, to his own daughter} and 
that princefs made them over to Mahmed-Iflac-Qhan’s care. Let us now 
pafs to fome matters lefs melancholy, 

This year the No8.rr8z fell on the ninth of the firft Reby, in ji6o 
of theHedjrah} and this fame year -Yahia-Ohan, who on Abdol-Medjid- 
Qhan’s difmiffion had been promoted to the Divan-fhip of the QhalilTah- 
office, departed his life.

ved that although Nadj-r-fliah was of one of the. principal of thofe Turkiih 
tribes fettled in Iran, yet he had fo effedtually incurred the hao-ed of his tribe 
and of the whole Turkifti race (36 ), that being thoroughly fenfible of its c 
fequences, he had made it a point to attach to his perfon thefeveral tribes 
of Afghans and Tooranians, or Ufbe^s, which he had vanquiflied, conq 
ed, and fubduedj his army was moftl|: - compofed of thofe two nation 
jfrom them he drew moft of his officers and generals; and he gave them 
fo much influence and authority, that they feemcd intirely to engi'ofs his 
attention and favour: the Afghans efpecially, to whom he feemed to truft 
ftill more than to the Turks of Tooran; and he raifed them fo high, that 
on his being killed, moft of the principal Afghan commanders afpired to 
a fovereign power, and for a long term of years commanded as fo many 
kings, in moft of the provinces of Iran, the moft powerful of them, was 
Azad-Qhan, who was at the head of thirty thoufand horfesj a man who 
had raifed fuch a Same in Iran, as nothing could extinguifli but the 
waves that plentifully flov>?ed from Kei'im-Qhan-Zendi’s fabre (37); ano-- 
ther adventurer like himfelf, who vanquifhed him in battle, took him 
prifoner, and then made liim one of his generals. Ahmed-abdali was fuch 
another co'rnTiarjder; but he had the wifdom to avail himfelf of the coun- 
fels and fupport of Taky-Qhan, Governor of Cabool, a man whom Nadyr- 
flrah had caftrated, and whom he heverthelefs feared : this Ahmed- Abdali, in 
the confufion that enfued after Nadyr-fliah’s death, fled from camp and meet- 
ing in his flight' a convoy of treafure which was going to the army, under the 
charge of Tahmafp-Djelair, he fell upon the efcort, feized the money,

and made ufe of it toattrad fif manyi^lghans to his fervice, that in aihort 
timeJie became a potent prince, -who'ftruck nnoney, and was prayed for 
publicly in the mofques. - He made feven journeys or expeditions m Hin- 
doltan, all which Ihall be fucceffively mentioned in thtfe Iheets. The firft 
was at the end of the year 1150^ being then in Nadyr-fhah’s viaorions 
army, with which he iikewife rewr^d to Iran, the next year. As he had 
been bred by that Prince, mwb -’i^g^'rd was always paid him 5 and the 
next year he obtained leave to 'go home, and fee his fnends. On hiS 
return to the army,- he refoived ^ go in Pilgrimage to the monument, 
guarded by'^hoils of angels, the venerable Maufoteum of tire PontilF of 
men and fpirits, Sookan-Abool-HalTen-Aly, fon to Moofa-Reza, (on 
whom be grace and endlels praile!) (38). After having- performed his devo- 
tions at that facred fhrine, he was going away, when he obferved a Reii- 
gieufe, firing up clofe to the head of the miraculoas tomb, a bit of cloth 
upon two flicks, as if it were a tent for finall children.

other. “Ahis tent,” replied the fakyr, isNadyr-fiah’ s imperial tent-, whenever 
it comes to fall, thou palt become a king” Ahmed, furprifed at fuch a predidicn 
left one of his attendants at the fakyr’s, with orders to attend to the mo- 
tion of the tent, and to. take down the day and hour whenever it flrould 
fallj and he continued his journey to camp: he was hardly arrived, when 
.Nadvr-fhah was killed; and Ahmed, aflembling thofe of his own Clan, fled

holy monument, and the man ftationead ac the tent. The latter; loo' in® 
at his paper, mentioned the day and hour, when it had tumbled down 
of itfelf. Ahmed, overjoyed at this intelligence, compared the dates, ac- 
knowledged the veracity of the predidion; and from that moment he 
commenced to afpire to a Throne. He joined to his own body of troops, 
afs many Abdaiis' as he could perfuat^i and being now at the head of a 
confiderable force, he engaged Taky-C^n to join his party; this gover- 
nor nick-named Capon, who was a mai|rof confequence, that had rendered 
great fervices to Nadyr-Shah, by whofe order he had been enftrated, was 
then in that country; and by his counfels he proved of great fervice to 
Ahmed. The latter now put upon his turhant the Djica or Aigrette of fo- 
vereignty; and hearing that the tribute of Cabool and Mooltan was ou’ 
it’s way to camp, under the guard of Mir-Mahmed-Sayd and Moor-Mah- 
med-C^a® Led, two officers of charader, he fell upon the efeort, took 
the treafure, and engaged the two officers to join his party. Being thus 
reinforced by a good body of troops, and in poffeffion of fo much money, 
he marched againft an Afghan who cornmanded in Candahar,? and having 
killed him in battle, he took that fortrefs; from thence he engaged by 
dint of intreaties Shah-Sabiir, the religious of the tent, to come into his 
camp and to follow his fortunes. This Saint- Patience, (for fuch is the 
import of his name) was a grand-fon of the famous mafter Helal, the far- 
rier of Cabool, who had likewife turned Fakyr, and was greatly rever- 
ed by the Tooranians(39). Ahmed-abdaly, after feifing the above treafure; 
offered the government of Cabool to Naffyr-Qhan, who had command- 
ed there ever hnee Nadyr-^Shah had confirmed him in that poft; but it 
was on condition that on hjs arrival at that fortrefs, he could fend to camp 
immediately the fum of five lacks. The condition being accepted, the 
governor received his Qhylaat, and he repaired to his poll, where he

Naffyr-Qhan having 
expreffed many doubts on this refolution of their’s, they all joined m con- 
firming their engagement by the moft facred oaths and the moft folemn 
execrations!- On which the Governor fent back the Doorrani s guards, 
which had come back with him from camp. Ahmed being informed of 
all this, ran to befiege the place, when the inhabitants, forgetting their late 
engagements, retired every one to their houfes, and Naffyr-Qhan, not 
thinking it fafe to tarry in the place, retired to Pefliavor, after having for- ■ 
tified fome ftrong paffes; whilft the Caboolians, joining Ahmed, infomied 
him of the manner of penetrating to that place; the Abdaly, on this in- 
lelligence, haftened to Peihavor, and Naffyr-Qhan, feeing his danger, faid 
farewell to his ' family, arid prepared himfelf for a vigorous defence. 

•Whilst'’ Ahmed-abdaly was marching to befiege Pelhavor, fortune was 
planning a new fet of fucceffes for that new Monarch ; we have mentioned that 
on Zekaria-Qhan’s demife, his fecond fon, Shah-nevaz-Qhan, had feized the 
Government, and driven away his elder brother, he was now governing the 
two Provinces of Labor and Mooltan, with nearly an abfolute authority. 
Pie had, for his pay-mafter-general, one Adina-beg-Qhan, who was a very 
devil, under the appearance of a man. This man who had refoived to overfet 
his mafter’s power, and to raife his own on it’s ruins, addreffed him in thefe 
words “ You are m More than a nephew to Vizir CamMer-eddiu-^han, 
hv.t your elder brother, Tahid-^han, is bis Son-in-law be^des-, and he 
" is gone to carry complaints againji you to court: Reft aftfured, then, that 
« neither Emperor nor Vizir Jhall let you alone in the full enjoyment of two 
" Governments, Tm have however one refource, and it is this: Join Ah- 
med- 



med-Ahdalfs party, a powerful and JueceJsful W n, who openly afptres 
“ to d crown, and will look upon your joining his - -ty as the rnoft unex~ 
peSed favour which heaven could confer upon This fpeecli had 

it’s full elFeft. Shah-Nevaz-Qhan acknowledged the goodnefs of the ad- 
vice, and opened a correfpondence with the Abdaly. Thefe two men foon 
came to an agreement j and it was conc|i^edin thefe terms: the Crown to 
Aimed-, the Vizirjhip, to Shait-Nevaz. '^i^'Abdaly had been fo aftoniilied 
at the propofal of making him a prefent S^^ fuch Provinces, that he had 
proftrated himfelf on the ground, and had'&knowledged the divine inter- 
pofition on his undertaking. He immediately ordered the agreement to be 
drawn up, got it witneffed and guaranteed by the principal commanders 
of his army, and then lent it by a perfon of didindtion. 

This fcheme having taken place, the, incarnate devil fet up another; 
h'e wrote to Cammer-eddin-Qhan, the Vizir, “ That his Nephew, had 
" conceived chimerical fchemes in his mind, affedted independence, and 
“ had opened a channel .of correfpondence with Ahmed-Abdaly: that he 
was become fo head-ftrong, as, to make no account of the remonftrances 
of his beft fervants; but that they would not fail to make another effort 
upon him as foon as the minifter fhould have endeavoured to footh 
“ his mind, and to gain his heart.” The Vizir, aftonifhed at the intelli- 
gence, took pen immediately, and with his own hand wrote a very affedl- 
ing letter to his nephew. The purport was, “ That their famih?, at all times 
attached to the Emperors of Hindoftan, had never been defiled by the 
crime of ingratitude and trealbn. Beware of fuch a crime: beware of 
" thinking that a traitor can thrive. It is a pity that a man like you 
‘^' fhould wHh for the honor of obeying Ahmed-Abdaly, the Yefaol, ra- 
" ther than that of driving fuch a fellow from the frontiers of Plindoflanj 
" would not the five Provinces of Cabool, Caflimir, Tatta, Labor, and 
" Mootlan, fall into your hands, in fuch a cafe? and would not your 
" good uncle exert himfelf in fupporting you with all the power of the

he could not prevail upon him, took his leave, carrying \yith him th^t 
■governor’s fieward. Being arrived at his palace, he defired him to accept 
in his mafter’s name an equipage fuitable to his rank and former ftationj and 
he immediately fent him all the elephants, horfes, camels, arms, and 
furniture, neceffary for a nobleman of high pedigree, without forgetting 
a kitchin, and a water equipage (43), a number of cooks and a quan- 
tity of provifions. To this he added four lacs of rupees in gold, for his 
travelling charges. . ; . . . 

The Viceroy had hardly difimifled that illiftrious fugitive, 'when he re- 
ceived a letter from the Abdali-king with an invitation to come over to his 
camp. The other refufed flatly. The Abaly, reminded -him of his engage- 
ment; and Shah-Nevaz-Qhan anflvered only by letters that fhewed how 

much his mind -was altered. This being heard of by Shah-Sa,bur, who 
was become Ahmed’s direaor and tutelar faint, and who now remembered 
of his being born at Labor, and of his having Jived a long time there; 
he took Ahmed’s leave, and went alone to Labor, where he landed, in the 
Mufty-Abdollah’s houfe. Shah-Nevaz-Qhan, hearing of that extraordi- 
nary man’s arrival, fent Adina-beg-Qhan and his divan, Radja Kura.muU

Adina-beg-qhak who carried this meflage to his Mafter, feemed to be af- 
fedted by itj nor was Shah-Nevaz-Qhan himfelf without fome emotion. But 
however, no peace took place; and he ordered the fakyr to be kept in cuftody 
in Adina-Beg-Qhan’s palace, Ahmed finding that nothing was to be gain- 
ed by letters, marched to Laho^, from whence Shah-Nevaz-Qhan came out 
with a numerous army, well furnlflied with artillery and every other necef- 
fary; and both fides feemed eager to engage; when the Viceroy fent to afle 
from a fakyr, whoumeddled with aftrology, what lie thought would be the 
fate of the day ? Shah-Kelb-Ally (for fuch was the man’s name) (45) an-, 
* fwered: '£bis day is not favorable to you. If you can help it, ahft&in from 

fighting to day. ddhe day of to-morrow with the following days, will he 
more favorable to your caufe. Beware of engaging to-day." The Vicei-oy on 
this anfwer, lent orders to his commanders, not to fight to day, but to 
keep themfelves within their retrenchment, even lliould they be attacked; 

' in which cafe, they were only to repelt the enemy. This faid, he went 
to his tent, and took fome repofe, until fupper time cam.e; and he was al- 
■ ready' ^ feated with Adina-beg-Qhan and fome other commanders, when 
they heard the report of a great gun, and then another. Upon enquiry 
it was found that a body of the enemy "s horfes having marJe its appear- 
ance, two hundred Kuzzelbalhes on horfeback had quitted the intrenchment 
to fight them; and that the enemy had retired; but had come-again to 
the number of about two thoufand, which large body had difperfed on 
canon being fired at them. Some time after a fwift horfeman came 
to the Viceroy to defire immediate affiftkee; he faid, that his Cuzzel- 
baihes having fdlied forth a fecond time, had been worfted, and obliged to 
retreat within the enclofure; and as they came pellmell with the enemy. 
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firi-g. « co„re,„e„ce of which 

Abdal.es had penetrated within the camp, and were filling it with danchter 
and confnfion. On heating this Shah-Nevaz-Qhan was going mount 
and he . immediately fent Adina-beg-Qhan to the affiftance of thofe at' 
tacked, with orders to drive the Abdalis out of . the intrenchment only. 
This officer, having put his hand upon his eyes in token of obedience, 
niarched wiffi his troops, but he took fo the left, and contented himfelf 
with a fpedator of the engagertient. By this time the Viceroy 

was upon his elephant! and whilft he was encouraging his men, Adina- 
beg-Qhan advanced a little farther, but flopped ffiort again. Luckily it 
was already dark, and the Abdalies had retired of their own accord. But 
Adina-beg-Qhan, having already retired with his troops within the city, 
■even fo early as the evening, a panic had feized moft of thofe that re' 
mamed, and every one flrove to fave himfelf within the walls, without 

minding their officers. The Viceroy confounded at this reverfe, returned 
to his quarters, where he wanted to alight in his tent. This was flrongly 
oppofed by a relation of his, who fat behind him, and objeded that there 
was no fafety left in camp; and that it was better to retire Within the 
walls, and to fight the enemy from behind that cover. This the Viceroy 
admitted, but he propofed to take fuch a party only to-morrow, addin - 
was an unfavorable day for him, aud that to-morrow all would 
be well again. The other continuing to objeft, the Viceroy gave way; 
but as Ibnn as he had turned the head of his elephant towards the city] 
fuch as had remained yet in camp, took eijample from him, and fled on 
all fides, making hafte to get at the gate; at this moment, a body 
of faithlefs Tooranlans in his fervice, who had preferved their prefence of 
mind, availing themfelves qf the general paqick, fell at once upon the run- 
• aways, and commenced killing and ftripping and plundering; not content 
with that, they advanced to the head -quarters, where they plundered the 
Governor’s tents and equipage, whilft he was yet in fight.

pair immediately to Court. With thefe letters came a Qhilaat with which 
the imperial Prince himfelf inveft 4 Mir-Mannoo in the name of the Em- 
peror his father ; giving him or4?.r at the fame time to take poffeffion of 
the two governments conferred upon him. The Prince after this cere- 
iriony fet out for the ctlpital without lofs of time, as the Emperor was 
growing worfe and worfe; and", fig^ of an approaching gangrene t/et- 
malting their appearance; the Monarch beheld death advancirg ftep af- 
ter ftep, and letters after letters arrived daily demanding both his fen and 
Abool-Manfoor-Qhan ; nor did thefe two noble perfonS give themfelves 
anv reft; they were already arrived at Pani-Poot (49), in the neighboui- 
hood of the capital, when intelligence came that the Emperor was nu 
more. He died the twenty-feventh of the fecond Reby, in the begtn- 
ing of the thirty-firft year of his reign, which anfwers to the year 1 16 1 
of the Hedjrah. But in confequence of a confultation between Iffac-Qhan 
and Djavid-Qhan the eunuch, and feme other lords, to which the Emprefs 
Maleka Zemani gave her confent, his death was kept fecret; fe that his body, 
remaining feme days above ground, became ofeenfive, as had already hap- 
to Emir -Qhan’s body, as if to prove that holy fentence of the Coran, 
“ So bafi thou done, Jo faaU thou find." Abool-Manfeor-Qhan, being re- 
peatedly informed of all this, palled fecretly with the Shah-zadah three days 
in mourning ; and the fourth day he made choice of a favourable moment to 
erea a canopy, and to whirl feveral times round and over the Prince’s head 
achatry. or umbrella, which he had run up in hafte for the occafion; after 
which he prefented his nuzur by way of making his homage, prayed for his 
and wifhed him a long reign (50). The new Emperor after

The city of BerhHily with the circumjacent country 
was a paternal djaghir of Nizam-el-Muik’s; and as in cdnfequence of the 
power and ufurpations of Aly-Mahmed-Qhan-Rohilah, thofe parts had 
become of fmali revenue, no perfon caring to expofe his purfe and honoi' 
on their produft, the whole had been committed to the care of my for- 
given father, who found much difficulty in quieting his government; for 
although Rohilah himfdf had been driven away and was gone to Ser-hend, 
there were tlioufands and ten thoufands of Afghanis fpread all over the 
country, where they had taken fo deep root, that they had become the 
Zemindars of that trad, and had to their own Afghan ftubbornnefs added 
all the perverfenefs and all the refraftoi y behaviour inherent to the charafter 
of a Zemindar; fo that, none but my father was thought equal to tliejafk:

his government and authority, he croflfed the Ganga to attack my 
father. As Toon as this intelligence was fpread in the country, the Afghans 
that conftituted the greateft part of my father’s troops being ail either 
countrymen or acquaintances of Ali-Mahmed-Khan’s, or attached to 
hxim perfonally, were overjoyed to fee him again am.ongft themfelves : and 
pretending that they were in arrears of pay by fome months, they affembled 
in bodies, and, probably with no good intention, furrounded the houfe 
■where my father lived, within the caille of Berheily. He had with him 
ordy about three hundred Hindollanies, from about Shah-djehan-abad, and 
a fmall number of friends, relations, and fervants. By this time Aly-Mah- ' 
imed-Qhan being arrived within ten coffes of Berheily, the fituation of the 
befieged was become critical. In this* eonjunflure CoGtoob-Eddin-QKati 
took my father afide, and addreffed him in thele words : “ Rohillab is come

bach waited upon Ghazi-eddin-Qhan, fon to Nizam-d-Mulk, in whofeBjai 
was Berheily and its diftrias^ bufdnding that he had but little inclination to 
provide for fueli a lots, he turned views towards Abool-Manroor-Qhan. 
That general, who heard of his intention, fent him Radja Maha-Karain 
fon of his Divan, and did him the honor to .invit'e him to his palace, where 
he repaired with the.Radja, and where he payed his refpeds to that general, 
now Vizir of the Empire; an intervew.pf, which I availed myfdf to make my 
bow to that prime minifter, and to exchange a few. words with him. in 
a few days he was pleafed to beftow on my father the command over Pani, 
poot. Son-poor, and the Thirteen Diftri^ts under the immediate manage- 
ment of the Qhalilllih office; after which he got him decorated by the Em- 
peror with the grade of five thoufand horfes, -and with the infignia of a 
kettle-drum and a fringed paleky. This appointment, being fo' ftridlly 
conneded with the Qhaliffah office, at the head of which was IlTac-Qhan, 
aftorded a fair opportunity, of making a connedion with that great Lord 
himfelf; by whofe means he obtained for Gootoob-eddin-Mahmed-Qhan, 
his valuable friend, the fodjdaries of Hyffar and Djudjar; and he therefore 
invited over that invaluable pearl of the feas of prowefs, Generofity and 
fidelity. But tnat hero, who had his heart full againft the Afghans and 
Rohilas, and who held them, to be fo many ufurpers that had deprived him of 
^ the poll of Mooradabad, an office which was hereditary in his family from 
tne time of Feroh-Syur, and which was thoughfin eveiy fenfe equal to a 
Viceroyalty, declined the appointment; having then other defigns in hismind: 
Mooradabad, the placeof his birth, was what he wanted, and all his thoughts 
were bent on driving the Rohilahs from thence, and on regaining that 
heieditaiy government. This could not be attained in the Vizir Camer- 
cddin-Qhan’s hfe-time, who was evidently Aly-Mahmed-Qhan proteftor; but 
now ctrcumftances had become more favourable ; for Aly-Mahmed-Qhan, 
who had come back with an army in thofe countries, and had con- 
quered Mooradabad and all the diftricas that had once been in his power.

i^andMJ^es. Emir-Qhan’s uncle was Pay-mafter-general to Aoreng-Zib, 
the conqueror (53), and a great favourite of his: his father’ died Viceroy 
of the important government of Cabool; and fo fatisfied was Aoreng-zib 
with that Goyertior’s abilities and talents for government and for war, that fo 
long as he knew him in that important poft, he never expreffed any apprehenfi- 
ons fi'om the enterpriftng genius of the Monarchs of Iran j fo that being thus 
left at liberty to purfoe his defigns in Decan, he made it a point to aferibe pub- 
licly to him every one of- his conquefts and.^ya<ft.ories.j. and he ufod to exprefs 





ot wery valuable q-^lihciti^-he v^as befides .fo learned that few raen ' 
could pretend to enter the lifts with him. His prowefs and military abili* 
ties could be compared to nothin^byt the keennefs of his penetration, and 
to the clearnefs of his comprehenfiot^' which gave him at once, as if by intuiti, 
on, fo comprehenfive a view of every affair, either public or private, that was 
brought before him, that the very fuitors thought themfelves happy to be , 
eafed of fo great a part of their tr^||e.., He delighted in the company 
of all forts of men of merit, whet^^iey were foldiers of a determined 
valour, men of talents, or men ven^^li^by their learnings every Ipecies 
of talents attracted his notice: eminent fingers, eminent dancers, and in ge- 
neral all kinds of eminent men, efpecially in compofition and poetry.^ — . 
Whoever had been once in his companyl^ could not p.u-t with him; and I 
have feen people fall fo far in love with his converfation and character, that 
long after his death, no man of eminence ever pronounced his name or 
reported any thing of him, or made his eulogium, without fliedding a flood 
of rears. The numbers of men of merit introduced by him into the world 
is not fmall ; and numbers there are to-day whom he has raifed from penury 
anddiftrefs to affluence, dignities, and power; numbers whom he inlifted a- 
mongft the Lords of the Empire, and the grandees' of the ftateF tte compofed 
with great elegance and much facility, both in Perfian and Hindoftany poetry, ■ 
often uttering extempore verfes: but no man ever equalled him in the talent 
of faying bon mots, and in rejoining by a repartee. He poffeffed the art of 
narration in fuch a high degree, that people charmed with his ftory kept 
It hanging at their ears as a fragrant flower, whole perfume they wilhed to 
enjoy for ever. On the other hand, his generofity was fuch that wiien he 
had once allowed a penfion to fome one high or low, he never recalled 
it; but continued it to the perfbn, altho’ the occafion and neceffity fhould 
have ceafed long ago. Ingenioufly delicate, .every thing about his perfoa 
or in -his palace received from his direftions fuch an elegance of form, that 
from that moment it was taken up as a pattern by all men of tafte, and

never wrote or fpoke to him, but as to their fuperior, and never demeaned 
themfelves in his prefence but with deference and fubmiffion. 

Covetousness and ambition feemed to be the balls of his charafterj but 
jf ffje, can pafs over that, .we fhall find him endowed with a number of ex- 
cellent qualities: he was a man of eminent merit, who filled a very exalted 
ftation. that‘‘«:{|#il^-^im.to the greateft Kings, with all the talents and ail 
th^ fublime qu^ificktions which his fituation required. His palace was at 
all gmes open to the poor, the. needy, and the aged, as well as to the 
learned, and the deferving: in one word, to all that -had any fliir to prefer. 
To all ikefe he ever paid' a ftrift attention, being careful to relieve their 
wants. His charafter for diftinguiihing merit, and for rewarding it to it’s 
full extent, was fo univerfally fpread, that men of parts, and alfo people of 
all ibrts, Hocked to ms court from all the neighbouring countries j from 
Anbia, and from Mavera-al-Nahr (67) j from Qhoraftn,, from Harac, . 
and from R.8in; and all were fure to advance their fortunes in his fervice,

We may remember that Mir-M^poo, the 'ate Vizir’s eldeft fon, had 
been appointed to the double government of Lahor and Mookan by Mah- 
med-Shah himfelf: to fuppoit fo great arburthen, he had taken Be 


?sari- 


Qhan as his deputy, and had alIowe^|im an abfolute authority. The 
new Viceroy had juft taken poffeffion important poft, and had found 
no time yet to prepare either an army, c^id^ake any meafures, when at once 
nev/s came that Ahmed-Shah, the Abdaly, was again marching to Lahor. 
Unprepared as Mir-Mannoo muft have been, he was obliged to prefe n him- 
felf agasnft that monarch but as neither party had fufficiently prepared them- 
felves for a decifive engagement, the Viceroy thought it better to ftiake the 
chain of friendfhip and accommodement, in the Abdaly-s ears, and to 
fmother a fire that had not yet broke out in a flame. The A daiy who was 
no better prepared, was glad to hear .that the affair took fuch a turn, and he 
agreed to retire, on the Viceroy’s promifing to him the revenue of four dif- 
tridls that had always been appointed to defray the pay of the garrifon of 
CabSh a condition which Nadyr-Shah had likewiie ftipulated: theft were 
Syal-Cot, Aorengabad, GSdjrat, and Purfurvur: and this condition being 
accepted, he retired to his own dominions, and. left the Vizir at liberty to 
follow his fcheme againfl: the Rohilas. 

This minifter no fooner. heard of the ftate of affairs at Moorad-abad,* 
than fenfible that he had benefited in every ftnft, by the defeat of one of 
the two parties, he refolved to avail himfelf of it fo far as to recover thofe 
countries from the hands of the furvivors. With this view he came out of 
the city witn the Emperor, on the firft day of Zilhidj, and took up his re- 

tory of Kerbelah, whore every thing is ftilF day. Great miracies are afcribed to the holy day, and no 
Shya will pray unjefa he has before him a piece of that clay twice bigger and thicker than an EngllA crown, 
on which he never fails to lay his fore-head in every one of the numerous protdlations which charaacrife 
the Mahometan prayers. A little. of that chy is likewife put in a dead m.rh’s hands, and he is buried with it. 

If !S given to the fick, and vail numbers of them daily recover; and as it is iikewife greatly inilrumental in 
^ procuring the remiffion of fins, it is held by .them as a tmracnlas Panacaa. Hence the rea&n of that day’s

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0age of his mailer’s, and only at twenty ccITes from Feroh-abad ; from whence 
he fpread his officers and colledors all over the country. He alfo feized moft 
of the brothers of Caim-Qhan, I mean fuch as were from other mothers, 
together with fome trufty flares of the family, and fen t them all prifoners to 

the caftle of Ilah-abadj at the fame time his violences and extortions rofe 
to fuch .an excefs, that they became' the real caufe of the troubles and 
mighty events that followed, Caim-Q^.;^ mother fent word of alf this to 
Ahmed-Qhan, her half-brother, an offi$r of confequence in the Vizir’s fer- 
vicer and fhe informed him that '' the hoagr'of the Jfghan nation was gone, 
as well as that of his father’s ; ht that if there remained any Jenfe of pride 
“ in him, now was the time to froducc it, and to approve hknf elf a true Afghan." 
.She likewife feat melTages full of taunts and reproaches to all the Afghan 
chiefs of the neighbourhood. The Afghans roofed by thefe meiTages alTem- 
bied in troops, and fwore every one to each other that they would not. part 
fociety, untill they had deftroyed both Nevol-ray and his po ver, and reco- 
vered their own countiy. Nevol-ray informed of this general revolt, ap- 
plied to the Vizir for affiftancci and mean while he came out of Cannodjc 
with the troops he had u.nder his command, and he entrenched himfelf in 
expedtation of the fuccours which had been already difpatched. The Vi- 
zir having taken his ■ leave of the Emperor, came out of the city, and 
encamped at the ford of Anbely, on the banks of the Djumnah, where he 
took up his refidence in a feat until he had aflembled all his troops. In a 
few days he difpatched Naffyr-eddin-HaHer-Qhan, his brother in law, toge- 
ther with Mahmed-aaly-Qhan, a commander of charafter, to Nevol-riiy’s 
affiftance; and two days after, he difpatched likewife Ifmail-beg-Qhan, 
called the flave-boy, a very trufty commander of his, on the fame errand. 
This was followed by Radja Debi-Dutt, fodjdar of KevoL But before thefe 
fuccours could come up, Ahmed-Qhan had already appeared with a large bo- 
dy of Afghans before Nevol-ray’s intrenchment p and that officer who had 
already quitted the Vizir’s fervice, and waqted to put the deputy off his 
guard, haft undertaken to amufe him with a variety of meffages about an 
accommodement j the negociation was kept on foot, until the tenth of Ra-

marched ftreight to his quarters, where they cut him down. This execution . 
was done fcrapidly that Ata-ol|4i-Qhan, one of the beft officers of the 
camp, (whom we have mentiOii^^Ali-v^^^^^ asanoble^- 

man, who had married Rabiah-b^|«fn, and of courfe was fon-in-law to Hadji- 
Ahmed,} found juft time to fly to Ncvol-ray's affiftance with his tioops, and to 
lay down his head at his fetf be was flain together with a number of brave- 
foldiers and gentlerrien, who diftinguiffied thcmfelves on that occafion, and 
fet out in company for the kingdoms of eternity : they were moftly of 
ffie environs of A8d and Lucknow, and erpecially of Belgram, a town in the 
neighbourhood of the latter city, and fkmoiis for the hereditary bravery of 
it’s inhabitants. The artillery as well as every thing in camp, fell s prey tO' 
the Afghans!' This intelligence being carried to the Vizirs feemed to aflect 
him imich more fenfbly than the troubles that were rifing in Decaii, a part 
of the £nipire which frcniCQ nov/ cjuiic, xiidcpci.su^.iit* , 

NAssyrt-DiuNO, fecond fon and fficb iffirrof Nlzam-el-MuIk, having-Be^^ 
fent for this year by the Empen r, had advanced to the banks of die bi er- 
bedda, widi about fevency or eighty thoufand horfes, all pld troops; but 
' as the Emperor did not like his coming lb v/eil accompanied, he wrote hiiri 
a letter with his own hand to inform him that he had altered, cis mind, and 
given iiim liberty to return ; an order wliich the other complied with the 

more readily,, as he had jiuft been informed that his own fifter’s fon, Hedaict- 

Muhi-eddi:i-Qhan, firnamed Muzafer-djung, pretended to independence in 
Decan; he therefore returned and foon arrived at bis capital, where he gave 
rife to fome events which we referve for, the fubfequent flieets: Our inten- 
tion being now to go on with -the Vizir’s expeeiition, 

Ths defeat of Nevol-ray having made , a deep impreffion on that mini- 
fter’s mind, at the very time he was, himfelf marching to his affiftance, he

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m the month of Shaaban of the year I I 6^ returned to the capital, and took 
a frefli leave of the Emperor^ on which occafion Iffac-Qhan, and Mir-Ea- 
o fon to the date Camer-Eddin-Qha^ were ordered to attend him with 
the Imperial troops. As the Vizir was fetting out, he was couiplimcnted 
by the Emperor with a fabre, a buckler, and a coat of mail, together with a 
variety of other curious things,, the Emperor being defirous ofinewing hira 
every kind of regard, and of raifing-his 'in the opinion of mankind. 


Iffac-Qhan received a fateh-pitch.and a'® re, but Mir-Baca, a fateh-pirch 
only 5 and both were ordered to obey the orders. The latter fetting 

out at the head of his troops, marched twenty coffes in three or four days, 
at which time he received farther nev/s about Nevol-ray and the country 
under his command. He was then at Barr, a large town inhabited only 
by Seyds: there he affembled his troops j and he alfo fent for my. father, a 
nobleman of whom he had made a friend, and whom he had appointed to 
the command of Pani-p8t and Son-p8t, Having fpent. about a month 
an the .feveral fea<'s round. Barr, he found himfcl fat the head of ffventy thou- 
fand horfesj but before ‘his departure there happened a ftrange event, of. 
w’aich the by -ftanders drew a bad omen for. his expedition. ^ 

G.n the eighteenth of Ramazan, a camel-driver belonging to a Mogul, 
chanced to cut dawn a tree which grew at the door of one Er.aiet -Qhan, a 
man in the Vizir’s fervice. The latter trufting to his mafl-er’s high power, 
feized the, driver and chaflifed him as he dcferved. On this the other ca- 
mel-drivers affembied in a body and went to complain to the Mogul, who 
was a commander of a body of horfe in the army. The Mogul fent his 
people to fetch Enaiet-Qhan: On which a multitude of horfe and foot ran 
to Enaiet-Qhan’s houfej and fome one who knew nothing of the quarrel, 
having chanced to fay, on looking at thofe armed men, that an order had 
come for lacking the town : this word feemed to be taken upas a fignal for 
a general plunder; all the mogul officers of the camp with their country men, i 
got up in an inftant, it being in the after-noon, and fell like fo many incar- ' 
nated devils on the inhabitants of that unfortunate town, which they ruined 
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in a Me time: They alfo kitted Enaiet-(^^^ and his fon, a youth of 
On the.firft report of the^ wmult, the Viizir had difpatched Hai- 
der-Qhan with a number of Nife^^ies to put a ftop to the difordef, and 
to drive away the plunderers. ■ But tintill this officer could arrive, and urt- 
til the Niffiqhchies could make ariidnipreffion upon them, all was over. Vaft 
numbers of people were flainj and the conforts and children of fo many 
Seyds, and of fo many people,^^^e better fort, who inhabited thaf town, 
were carried in captivity, and i^prienced every ufage which an unbridled 
foldiery could inflicl. Women, children, furniture, every thing was made 
plunder of. Haider-Qhati, after having exerted himfclf the whole nighti 
was fo lucky abouf the dawn of the day, as to affemble a number of capti-^ 
ves, which he drew one by one from the tents of thofe accurfed Moguls, 
and he lodged tfiem together in a fet of tents which the Vizir had ordered to 
be pitched on purpofe for the m. This minifter himfelf had pafTed that whole 
night without going to bed; he was often obferved to flied a flood of tears; 
nor could he be prevailed to eat any thing the whole next day, which he fpene 
in inquiring after fo many matrons that had never fet a foot out of a houfe, 
and were now in the hands of his foldiers: thefe he fent to their homes. Chil- 
dren of all ages which thofe accurfed men had concealed in fofTes of their 
own digging, which they had covered with branches of trees and with turf, 
were found out, brought to the Vizir, and returned to their difconfolate friends. 
On beholding tliat univerfal dcfolation, one might have faid that the lail: 
day of the world was comefor that unfortanate town; and that it had under- 
gone the fupreme judge’s fentence. Nothing was heard but fobs and lamea 
tations both there and all over the plain. The Vizir fent to the wretched 
inhabitants the head of the Mogul commander.---But to what purpofe? Faft 
was what was pad, and it was irremediable. Two days after that dreadful 
event, that minifter left Bar, and moved forw^ards ; but people had already 
commenced to fay, that his expedition would not be attended with fliccefs, 
and they applied to him and tq his men, thefe" known verfes of Saady; 

“ That frnoke which you fee does not rife from that Rue you are ; 

“ That Imoks rifes chiefly from the opprefied man’s heart.”

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T«e two armies being in fight of each other, the Vizir fent for my frJier, 
who was now a chief commander in Ifiiac-Qitan’s troops; and as he had 
Zcrg governed atBereily and Morad-a^, and was acquainted with tlx Ro- 
h’i.w" aai wlxh their manner of wagingSar and of eno-aidno- an e-p--^- 
rcqutfted tc hear his advice and opinion.

" ‘wall-pkces ready, in order to have n body of Mufqueteers at band,flould the 
tnsmj make a floew of fame amkfladed . My noble father was 3 ^ct Ipeaking 
when he was infxrrupted by Ilniaa-beg-Qhan, who tired of the length of 
the advice, fiiid that to-morrow he would feize Ahmed-Qh;tn’s wife and 
children, and bring them fill in a corner of his bow. To this my father faid 
not a. word. I ne next day, at day-break tne Vizir after periorming his 
prayers, ordered his canon to march in f-ont and upon the wings, and liavinfr t 
ranged his troops in the bcfc order, he advanced with a flow ■ pace. At 
about nine o’clock, the engagement commenced, by a ducharge of canon 
and mufquets on both fides, and it continued for fome'dme in the fame 
manner. Afterwards, Radjah S8r8dy-mull, the Djatr, who command- 
ed at the right wing, and Ifmael-beg-Qhan, who commanded at the 
!cft, advanced on a gallop, and charged fo vigoroufly R3ftem-Qhan and 
ome other Afghan commanders, tiiat they drew every where fmoke from 
htir breafts: purfuing iheir point, they covered the ground with fix or 
even thoufand of the beft men amengft the Afghan horfes. ' I'lie reft re- 
ared rdufcantly, but being vigoroufly purfued they fled at laft, and dif- 
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perfed. At this chimder-Melienderj' .who had o,tit«’,,

appearance ' tile engagement, -which feemed at an end, re-commenced 
with fury. ' ithckily it happened, whedier by a particular interpofition of 
the divine' -VVo'C-ldence or otherwife, that Camcar-Qhan, the fodjar of the 
fubufbs of *the capital, wlio was neareft to the \ izir s body of troops, una- 
ble to ftarid the violent fire of mufquetry and rockets inceffantly poured 
by'a 'hbdy of Afghan foot that now made their appearance, had turned 
about and fled : it is even reported that he was adually in xoncert 
with Ahmed- Qhan-Bangaih, and that his flight was premeditated 
Be it as it will, the Moguls of the two wings finding themfelves almoft left 
alone, loft their wonted firannefs; and this being obferved by the Vizir, 
he immediately difpatched to their affiftance both Mahrned-aly-Qhan the 
colonel, and Noor-el-Haflen-Qhan the Belgramite, with their troops. 
But there was fuch a quantity of loofe Elephants and loofe Horfes on the 
field of battle, that the pafiage feemed blocked up every where. Noor-el- 
Haffen-Qhan however opened his way thro* them, as did a little after, 
Abdol-Neby, one of Mahmed-Aly-Qhan’s flaves: this laft troop amount- 
ed to about four hundred horfes, and thefe two bodies cutting their way 
both thro’ the loofe horfes and thro’ the enemy, reached the Vizir’s troops, 
which were divided from their main. But as the Moguls were already 
Eying, the arrival of fo brave a body, proved of no avail, and thefe two

to the Vizir’s perfon; rite Afghans furrounded his elephant, without know- 
ing who it was. The driver fell down- dead; Mlrza-aly-Naky, tutor to 
bhudjah-eddsaiah, the Vizir’s fon, was ftruck by a mulket-ball, as he was 
fitting behind the Vizir, and fell: the Vizir himfelf received a bail in his 
throat, and fell in a fwoon within the IiSodah. Luckily for him, diat it was 
a war-hiiodah, and barded in brafi , fo tha, the Vizir having fallen wltliin, was 
Jecured from ftrthcr wounds, and nothing appeared of him but his head. Nor 
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was his falling into a fwoon, of f mall ufe to fave his life; the Afghans feeing 
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Ahmed-qhan, after this viftorl^er the' Vizir, 
conquer the two Provinces of A8d Ikh-abad, 
fiid to be that minifter’s appanage. .fiMe fcnt his 
a body of troops to the conqueft of Wd, whiJft h 
the caftle of Ilah-abad, from Baca-oliah-Qhan, 
Daghiftany (72).
